RECOVERY FROM ECONOMIC DEPRESSION. 


Egypt is gradually emerging, thanks to the recupera- 
tive power derived from the accumulated reserves of 
preceding years of prosperity, from the economic and 
commercial depression which characterised the greater 
part of the four closing months of 1926, writes* Mr. E. 
Homan Mulock, British Commercial Secretary at Cairo. 
This, coinciding as it did with the period of the year 
when the cotton crop movement is normally at its zenith, 
was more widespread in its effects than might otherwise 
have been the case. 

Owing to the fact that some 70 per cent. of the popu- 
lation are directly concerned in, and most of the 
remainder more or less directly affected by, Egypt’s 
cotton industry, any radical fluctuation in cotton values 
is bound to have an immediate and far-reaching effect on 
the economic situation ; but, although the final slump in 
cotton prices constituted the prime mover in the economic 
depression of 1926, its driving power was greatly stimu- 
lated by the high cost of living and excessive agricultural 
rents. But for these two potent factors it is doubtful 
whether the material effect on the fellaheen, and the 
moral effect on the commercial community, of the decline 
of cotton prices to what must, sooner or later, be accepted 
as a normal post-war level, would have been sufficiently 
acute to create economic depression. 


THe TRADE BALANCE. 


Favourable trade balances and a total foreign trade 
of over £E.100 millions have been so marked a feature 
of the post-war years that any departure therefrom is 
looked upon in some quarters as abnormal and disastrous 
toa degree. The actual trade balance and foreign trade 
(excluding specie) in 1926 were as follows:—Imports, 
£E.52,400,059 ; exports, £E.41,759,391 ; and re-exports,. 
£E.1,371,055—together a total of £1.43,130,446, leav- 
ing an unfavourable trade balance of £E.9,269,613 in 
a total foreign trade of £E.95,530,505. 

There is no excuse for pessimism regarding Egypt’s 
present economic and financial situation if only it is 
realised that for the quinquennial period 1922-26 there 
is a net trade balance in Egypt’s favour of 
£E.32,061,000. It is also interesting to note that in spite 
of unfavourable trade balances in 1920, 1921 and 1926, 
there is a net balance of trade in Egypt’s favour, over 
the period 1919 to 1926, of £E.37,968,000. 


PURCHASING POWER. 


In view of the nature of the features cited in Mir. 
Mulock’s Report in support of the contention that the 
apparent decline in the purchasing power of the country 
can largely be explained by its diversion into other 
channels, it is reasonable to conclude, even supposing 
invisible imports to have exceeded invisible exports from 
1922 onwards, that a considerable proportion of the 
financial reserves accumulated in the last five years is 
still in the country. 

So far as the relation between the decrease in imports 
and a decline in purchasing power is concerned, it will 
be seen in the course of the general remarks on imports 
that the decrease therein is chiefly attributable to other 
factors. Further, there are several important features 
of the economic and financial situation which cannot be 
reconciled with a serious decline in purchasing power. 
One of the most striking of these features is the genera! 
imperturbability of the local stock and share market in 
the face of fluctuations in cotton prices, and particularly 
of the final slump. Thus local stocks and shares stood,

There is also a tendency to exaggerate the lasting 
nature of the adverse effects of the economic depress:on of 
1926, such as the diminution in the demand for, and the 
circulation of, bank notes; the conversion of an excess of 
nearly £E.600,000 of payments of mortgage charges over 
new mortgages granted by the Credit Foncier in 1925 
into a deficit of about £E.5,000; the substantial increase 
in the number of cases of bankruptcies and the deposit of 
books which totalled 329 and 128 respectively in 1926 as 
against 202 and 77 in 1925. 

In view of the foregoing considerations, it seems 
reasonable to conclude that the purchasing power of the 
country has not been seriously affected, and to diagnose 
the decline in imports during the last three months of 
1926 as commercial indigestion, set up by the moral effect 
on wholesale importers of a tardy realisation, thanks to 
economic depression, of the plethora of stocks, particu- 
larly of textile goods, accumulated during preceding 
years of prosperity. Finally, if the absorption 
of accumulated stocks of goods lead to a _ steady 
demand for replenishment; if the increase in 
commercial failures is to any extent due to the 
disappearance of mushroom firms on the one hand 
and to exaggerated credits on the other ; if those who are 
responsible for the maintenance of high rents, high prices 
and the high cost of living will only realise that what is 
really happening is a general readjustment to a more or 
less normal state of affairs—then the economic depression 
of 1926 will prove to have been a blessing in disguise.

larly of textile goods, accumulated during preceding 
years of prosperity. Finally, if the absorption 
of accumulated stocks of goods lead to a steady 
demand for replenishment; if the increase in 
commercial failures is to any extent due to the 
disappearance of mushroom firms on the one hand 
and to exaggerated credits on the other ; if those who are 
responsible for the maintenance of high rents, high prices 
and the high cost of living will only realise that what is 
really happening is a general readjustment to a more or 
less normal state of affairs—then the economic depression 
of 1926 will prove to have been a blessing in disguise. 

The root of the evil so far as the fellah is concerned is 
to be found in the disproportion between present agri- 
cultural rents and the prevailing low cotton prices. That 
these rents are generally excessive was recognised in Par- 
liament in the course of a debate on llth and 12th 
January, 1927, on a proposal that they should be reduced 
and fixed by law. So long as nothing is done to check 
excessive rents and the consequent artificial market value 
of agricultural land, economic depression among the 
fellaheen would seem to be a foregone conclusion every 
time cotton values fall unduly low. It is not necessary 
to seek any other explanation of the inability of the 
fellah, under existing conditions, to enjoy the benefit 
which should be secured from a lint yield per acre very 
high in comparison with that which provides a subsistence 
for the cultivator in the United States and India. 
The comparative figures of yield in lbs. of lint 
per acre for the three countries in 1926 were:—Egypt : 
Sakel, 275 lbs.: others, 529 lbs. United States, 179°7 


Ibs. ; and India, 79 lbs. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND COTTON. 


The foregoing anomaly cannot be attributed, when all 
is said and done, to any failure on the part of the Egyp- 
tian Government to render direct financial assistance, 
whatever the merits or demerits of the methods em- 
ployed, both to the fellah and the cotton industry at 
large. During the period January-August, 1926, 
Government expenditure on purchases of cotton 
amounted to £E.2,862,785, which includes rent, storage, 
insurance, brokerage and all overhead charges—in 
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respect of 434,618 cantars of cotton, making a total for 
the 1925-26 cotton season of £E.3,193,228 spent on 
479,610 cantars; a further sum of £E.1,512,932 was ad- 
vanced in loans to the small cultivator on 472,236 
cantars during the period between 20th October and 31st 
December, 1926. Expenditure on loans had risen by 
21st March, 1927, to a gross total of £E.1,939,406 on 
575,615 cantars, of which £E.511,977 was repaid on 
187,782 cantars by 2nd April. ; 

The financial assistance referred to above and the legis- 
lative or administrative measures described below, afford 
ample proof of the anxiety of the Government to foster 
and assist the staple industry of the country which, zpso 
facto, comes in for the lion’s share of attention in the 
maintenance of a policy dictated primarily by the desire 
to encourage local industry in general. Legislative or 
administrative measures designed to heip the cotton in- 
dustry in various ways during the period under review 
took the following forms :— 

September 15th, 1926.—Law No. 4, prohibiting the 
- mixture of different varieties of cotton, and Law No. 5 
governing the control of cottonseed. 

September 16th.—Reduction of tax on ginned cotton from 
25 piastres to 20 piastres per cantar. 

October 19th and 20th.—The opening of a credit of 
£E.4 millions for advances to the small cultivator on the 
security of any quantity of cotton ranging from 5 to 200 
cantars. These advances, which ranged according to the 
variety of cotton pledged, from 13-75 dols. per cantar of 
Ashmouni, to 22-50 dols. per cantar of Sakel, for G.F. 
and F.G.F. upwards, were made valid for four months, and 
carried interest at 4 per cent. per annum. The cotton was 
to be weighed and stored free of charge to the borrower. 

November 21st.—Loans on the basis of 15 dols. per cantar 
of Sakel and 10 dols. for Ashmouni, etc., were authorised for 
F.F. grades. 

November 30th.—The maximum quantity of cotton on 
which jioans could be granted was increased to 400 cantars. 

December 17th.—Intervention in the ‘‘ Futures ’’ market 
in the form of a decision to purchase, and insist on delivery 
of, all January Sakel and December and February Ashmouni 
contracts offered at 23-50 dols. and 15-50 dols. per cantar 
respectively. This has since been extended to May Sakel 
and April Ashmouni contracts, but the necessity to act on 
this decision has not so far arisen. 

January 10th, 1927.—Law No. 1, restricting the area under 
cotton in 1927, 1928 and 1929 to one-third of each man’s 
holding. 

January 12th.—Parliamentary decision to form the Con- 
ciliation Boards referred to earlier. 

March 21st.—The renewal of loans on cotton for a further 
four months was authorised, provided that the borrower 
first pays up the interest to date, and authorises the ginning 
of the cotton and the sale of the seed. 





Other measures still under consideration are :—

Improvement of the regime of the ‘‘ Futures’’ market 
with the object of safeguarding it against speculative 
manoeuvres, and ensuring more efficient control; modifica- 
tion of the regime of the ‘‘ Spot ’’ market, and a draft law 
prohibiting the sale of cotton without fixing the price; and 
a co-operative scheme for agricultural credit to organise the 
marketing of the cotton crop. | 


CoTTon CONGRESS. 


Official delegations from Austria, Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia, England, France, Germany, Holland, Hun- 
gary, Italy, Jugo-Slavia, Norway, Spain, Sweden and/ 
Switzerland, and locally appointed delegates for Brazil, 
Japan, and the United States, attended the Seventeenth 
Congress of the International Federation of Master 
Cotton Spinners’ and Manufacturers’ Associations, held 
in Egypt from 25th January to 5th February, 1927, 
under the patronage of H.M. King Fuad I. Lectures 
were given on work on cotton by the Royal Agricultural 
Society, the Cotton Research Board, and the State 
Domains, and conferences were held on the following 
subjects :— 

(a) Recent work on the improvement of Egyptian 
cotton by seed breeding. (4) Cotton seed distribution. 
(c) Destruction of pink Boll worm in cottonseed. (d) 
Commercial history of Egyptian cotton. (e) Economic 
problems relating to Egyptian cotton—cost of handling, 
production, and manufacturing, ete. (f) Government 
crop forecasts and the crop recording system. (g) Irri- 
gation and drainage system in Egypt. (h) Aims and 
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objects of the Alexandria General Produce Association. 
(c) Organisation of the Royal Bourse in Alexandria. (7) 
System of cotton purchase in the interior and the ginning 
of cotton. (xk) Spinners’ complaints in relation to Egyp- 
tian cotton. (/) Defects in yarn and cloth. (m) Reply 
to Spinners’ complaints. (n) Review of meetings held 
in Egypt. 

Various resolutions were passed, of which the follow- 
ing 1s a résumé : — 

The Congress hopes that the competent authorities 
will continue to make every effort to improve the quality 
and increase the yield of Egyptian cotton, and to main- 
tain and improve the drainage system. 

The Congress favours the formation of a Permanent 
Joint Committee of seven representatives each of Egypt 
and the International Cotton Federation for the con- 
sideration of any problems relating to Egyptian cotton. 

The delegates urge upon the cotton merchants of 
Alexandria who are parties to the agreement prohibiting 
them under penalty of a fine to sell cotton with a maxi- 
mum degree of moisture, to abolish this agreement. 

In view of the increasing amount of impurities found 
in Egyptian cotton, the delegates respectfully request the 
cotton merchants of Alexandria to use every effort 
towards the elimination of this very grave peril. 

The delegates draw the attention of the cotton mer- 
chants of Alexandria to the disadvantages resulting from 
mixing cotton of different varieties in the same bale and 
request them to take drastic action to prevent such 
mixture. 


TRADE. 


As a result in the main of the effect (a) on imports 
from Great Britain, both of manufactured goods and 
coal, of the seven months coal stoppage in 1926; (6) on 
imports from Italy, of the appreciation of the lira; and 
(c) on the demand for cereals, of increased local produc- 
tion, the total imports declined from £E.58,224,895 in 
1925 to £E.52,400,059 in 1926. A glance at Appendix 
I. to Mr. Mulock’s Report will show that the categories 
in which the chief decreases occurred are cereals, flour, 
etc., wood and coal, and yarns and textiles. In the case 
of cereals the decrease of £E.1,149,000 was chiefly 
accounted for by a lessened demand for wheat, wheat 
flour and maize; coal accounts for £E.275,000; railway 
sleepers for £E.120,000, and timber for £E.104,000, of 
the £E.505,000 decline in the ‘‘ wood and coal’’ cate- 
gory; while of the total decline of £E.4,334,000 in the 
value of yarns and textiles, the five categories of cotton 
piece-goods dealt with in Appendix III. to the Report 
accounted for £E.3,015,000, of which the United King- 
dom was responsible for £E.2,188,500, and Italy for 
£E.841,000. In other words, the decreases in these 
three categories are not properly attributable to the 
decline in purchasing power that the relation between 
exports and imports would appear to indicate. In the 
first place, the combined decreases in question more than 
account for the total drop in imports of £E.5,824,836. 
Secondly, a decline in purchasing power is not easy to 
reconcile either with substantial increases in_ spirits, 
beverages and oils, metals and metalware and tobacco, 
or with the fact that more than half of the chief suppliers 
of Egypt’s requirements have increased their exports to 
that country. In this connection it will be seen from 
Appendix II. to the Report that, taking a minimum con- 
tribution of £E.900,000 as the qualification to rank as 
one of the chief suppliers of Egypt’s requirements, eight 
of the fifteen countries so classified show increased 
exports to Egypt. 


Imports from the British Empire.—The British coal 
stoppage led to an appreciable decrease in imports from 
the United Kingdom to Egypt in 1926, the percentage of 
the total falling from 25°2 in 1925 to 21-8 last year. The 
Empire’s percentage of the imports amounted to 38:0 in 
1925, and to 33-3 in 1926, the percentage for the Rest of 
the Empire (other than the United Kingdom) being 12-8 
and 11°5 respectively. The decline in the actual contri- 
bution of the Rest of the Empire from £E.7,477,523 in 
1925 to £E.6,054,459 in 1926 was due chiefly to the de- 
creased imports of wheat and wheat flour from Australia 
and British India, and, in the case of the latter, of other 
cereals also, jute piece-goods and cotton yarn. 
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Competition.—Italy has fallen from the position of the 
United Kingdom’s nearest and keenest competitor to 
third place, the second position having been taken in 
1926 by France. The effect on the Italian percentage of 
the imports was a decline from 10°53 in 1925 to 8-7 in 
1926. This is explained in detail in Mr. Mulock’s re- 
marks on cotton piece-goods and other textiles. The 
eight countries which increased their exports to Egypt 
in 1926 are France, Germany, the United States, 
Belgium, Roumania, Turkey, Czechoslovakia and Greece.

The features of the foreign exchange market in July 
were the reaction against the lira and the demand for 
German reichsmarks. ; 

Italian lire, which were quoted at the end of June at 
88 to the £, rose sharply to 894 on the morning of 
6th July, on the report that the lira would be maintained 
at around 90. The rate declined to 88-95 at the close on 
the 7th, but from that date until the end of the month 
it was above 89 at the close, ranging from 89-15 on the 
9th to 89:50 on the 18th. The closing rate on the 
30th July was 89-281. The French exchange remained 
unchanged at 124 francs to the £ throughout July, 
except from the 25th to the 29th when the mean of the 
closing rates was 124°063. Spanish pesetas fluctuated 
within the narrow limits of 28°25 to the £, recorded at 
the close on the Ist, and 28-52 on the 7th. They declined 
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in value, in relation to sterling, from 28-39 on 30th June 
to 28-49 on 30th July. 

The Berlin rate on London declined from 20°49 at the 
close on the 9th July to 20°45 on the 14th, and to 20-408 
on the 19th; the recent loan operations were, no doubt, 
responsible for this improvement in the mark. On balance 
the rate had fluctuated downwards from 20-488 at the 
end of June to 20-420 at the end of July. The Belga, 
after improving from a closing rate of 34-950 to the £ 
ou 30th June to 34-905 on 7th July, weakened to 34°940 
by the 18th, and closed the month at 34-920. The other 
Continental gold rates, for which quotations are shown 
in the above table, moved slightly against sterling during 
July, but the rate on Oslo fluctuated in favour of the £. 

The closing rate of the Czecho-Slovak crown was 
163°813 at the end of June and July, quotations slightly 
above this rate being recorded from the 2nd to 6th July. 
The closing rate on the 7th was 163°800 crowns to the 
pound. 

Sterling was quoted in New York at 4°856 dollars on 
the 30th July, this rate being the same as was recorded 
at the end of June; the closing rate was 4-855 on fifteen 
days in July and 4-854 on three days. 

The Buenos Aires dollar appreciated from 47#d. on 
the 30th June to 47-781d. on the 30th of July, while the 
yen, after improving from 23-28ld. on 30th June to 
23-438d. by the 4th of July, was down to 23-188d. on the 
20th. At the close on 30th July the yen was worth 
23°313d.

BRITISH STANDARD FLAME-PROOF TYPE 
PLUG AND SOCKET. 


The British Engineering Standards Association have 
just issued a specification for a flame-proof type plug and 
socket, heavy duty, 100 ampere, for voltages not exceed- 
ing 660. The plugs and sockets described in this specifi- 
cation are primarily intended for use in connection with 
coal-cutting machines and the like portable apparatus in 
mines. The specification deals only with the dimensions 
necessary to secure interchangeability between plugs and 
sockets and with certain electrical and mechanical 
requirements. It does not specify a fully detailed 
design. In order to make the specification complete, the 
British Standard Definition of Flame-proof Enclosure 
(including explosion-proof) for electrical apparatus from 
the British Standard Specification No. 229-1926 is 
included.

INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops during the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— E 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, lst August. Rainfall during the 
week ended 3lst July was nearly general in Chota 
Nagpur on six days; in the Punjab Hills and Malabar 
on four days; in Burma, Bihar and Orissa, the United 
Provinces, Kumaon and Rajputana on three days; and 
in Lower Burma, Bengal, East and North Punjab, 
Guzerat, East Central India, East Konkan, West Cen- 
tral Provinces, West Kumaon, the Punjab, South-West 
Rajputana, West Central India, North Hyderabad, 
Kashmir, the Bombay Deccan, Coorg, the Madras 
Deccan, Upper Burma and Sind on one day. There 
were some exceptionally heavy rains in Guzerat, but falls 
of rain elsewhere were local or few. 

Monsoon.—The monsoon was generally weak in the 
Peninsula during the week ended 3lst July. 

Crops.—Bombay, 30th July. Extensive floods in 
Guzerat have destroyed crops over a large area in the 
region north of Broach; the exact damage is not yet 
known. The crops are flourishing elsewhere. Bengal, 
27th July. Rainfall was light to moderate in the east 
and west of the province and light and scattered in the 
north. More rain is needed. The condition of standing 
crops is promising. Bihar and Orissa, 25th July. Light 
to heavy rain has fallen, but more is needed. The con- 
dition of the maize, autumn paddy and other bhandai 
‘crops is fair to good. Central Provinces, 25th July. 
There has been light to heavy rain and a break is needed 
in places. Punjab, 25th July. Widespread rain has 
benefited crops and sowings. The condition of. standing 
crops 1s average to good. Madras, 23rd July. Rainfall 
has been moderate to excessive in parts. 





INDUSTRY AND TRADE IN BRITISH WEST 
INDIES. 


The reaping of the Barbados sugar crop has been 
delayed in some districts owing to the wet weather, and 
it was expected that the whole crop would not be finished 
before the end of July, reports Barclays Bank 
(Dominions, Colonial and Overseas). On the other 


hand, the plant canes for the next crop look particularly ’ 


promising, and, given favourable weather conditions, the 
1927-28 crop should be a good one. Trade conditions 
are satisfactory. 

In Trinidad the sugar crop has been seriously cur- 
tailed by excessive rains during the reaping season, and 
a considerable quantity of cane has had to stand over. 
Next year’s canes are very promising. The cocoa crop 
so far is short, but the pickings towards the end of the 
year are expected to be good. Local prices are satisfac- 
tory. The heavy rains have greatly benefited the coco- 
nut trees, which have recovered from last: year’s drought 
and give promise of good yields. Oil and asphalte 
exports continue to expand. Trade conditions are 
improving, and public finances are satisfactory. 

The Jamaica banana industry has continued active at 
the lower price of 2s. 6d. per count bunch. The average 
for the first six months was 3s. The market for rum

continues dull. Prices of ginger and pimento are satis- 
factory. Trade conditions are improving. 

In the Leeward Islands record sugar crops are being 
taken off in Antigua and St. Kitts, and next season’s 
canes continue to look promising. Satisfactory prices 
are being received for the lime products of Dominica. 
Public finances are improving. 

Trade conditions continue dull in St. Lucia and St. 
Vincent. Heavy showers have been general in Grenada. 

Imports into British Guiana for 1926 totalled 
10,567,000 dollars, of which 77 per cent. came from 
British sources (United Kingdom 47 per cent. and 
Canada 24 per cent.), while the United States supplied 
15 per cent. Of the exports of 12,224,000 dols., 38 per 
cent. went to the United Kingdom and 35 per cent. to 
Canada. The recent issue of the Report of the British 
Guiana Commission has created a widespread interest in 
affairs and the extensive resources of the Colony. 





RECONSTRUCTION OF SPANISH CUSTOMS 
HOUSES. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ for 20th July contains a 
Royal Decree dated 19th July issued with a view to 
improving the accommodation and facilities at Spanish 
Custom Houses. 

Loans may be raised by the local authorities, port 
authorities, chambers of commerce, etc., in the districts 
concerned for the construction, rebuilding or acquisition 
of buildings for Customs purposes, and the Central 
Government may become responsible for up to 75 per 
cent. of the annual interest and sinking fund of the loans 
raised for this purpose. Temporary import surtaxes may 
be imposed on goods imported through particular 
Custom houses in order to pay for the works carried out 
there.

FORTY YEARS AGO, 

From the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ for the month 
of August, 1887:—-Mr. G. Brown, Her Majesty’s Vice- 
Consul at Shanghai, writes, in a report to Mr. P. J. 
Hughes, Her Majesty’s Consul-General at that port :— 
‘‘I have carried out your instructions to proceed to 
H.M.S. ‘ Firebrand ’ and distribute, in rice and cash, 
the 150 dollars awarded by the Board of Trade to those 
inhabitants of the island of the Taichow group who 
showed kindness to the shipwrecked officers and crew of 
the steamship ‘ See-Wo.’

Import TRADE. 


The value of imports into Gold Coast Colony during 1926 
was £10,285,876, an increase of £503,257 as compared with 
1925, and over £2,600,000 in excess of the value of 1921 
imports. 

The value of articles subject to ad valorem duty was 
£319,112 less than that in 1925. Cotton piece-goods were 
chiefly responsible for this, the decrease in 1926 importa- 
tions being nearly three million square yards less than in 
1925. The coal stoppage in Great Britain delayed the execu- 
tion of indents, and certain of the larger firms in the Colony 
carried big stocks at the commencement of the year. 

The value of imports of “goods subject to specific duty, 
other than spirituous liquors, was £30,899 in excess of the 
1925 imports. Motor spirit was chiefly responsible for the 
increase, the demand for it being stimulated by additions to 
the mileage of motorable roads. The importation of motor 
spirit during the last three years bears striking testimony 
to the rapid increase in motor transport. In 1924 1,832,588 
gallons were imported, in 1925 2,799,205 gallons, and in 1926 
3,615,014 gallons. 

There was also a very large increase in the importations 
under the heading ‘‘ Beer and Ale, Stout and Porter,’ 
the quantity imported during the year being nearly double 
that of 1925. Lager beer, in particular, is rapidly increasing 
in popularity, and largely at the expense of Geneva, which 
has for some time been the favourite beverage. 

The constant increase of the mileage of motorable roads 
has been accompanied by a continued increase in the 
number and value of motor vehicles imported. Last year 
1,453 motor cars and lorries, valued at £350,161, were im- 
ported, as compared with 255, valued at £80,398, in 1922, 
i.e., only four years earlier. : 

Export TRADE. 


The total value of exports from the Colony during the 
year was £12,104,800, a rise of £1,214,577, or 10-03 per cent. 
over 1925. The value of exports of domestic products and 
manufactures, excluding bullion, was in excess of that for 
1925 by £1,212,897, or 11-02 per cent. The following are 
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the chief exports in 1926 of Colonial produce showing an

Other Exports.—The United Kingdom received all the 
export of gold bullion and diamonds, while most of the 
mahogany was shipped to the United States. Practically 
all maritime exports of kola nuts were consigned to Nigeria. 
The manganese ore was chiefly shipped to Norway, the 
United States, Canada and the United Kingdom. 


SHIPPING. 


There was an increase in the number and tonnage of 
shipping which entered and cleared during 1926, as com- 
pared with the previous year. Vessels to the number of 867, 
and representing an aggregate registered tonnage of 
2,407,509, entered the ports of the Colony during the year, 
and 865 vessels of a total registered tonnage of 2,406,927 
cleared for overseas. In 1925 the vessels entered inwards 
totalled 760 vessels, representing a registered tonnage of 
2,090,805, while 757 vessels cleared outwards with a total 
registered tonnage of 2,090,345. 


THE Cotony’s REVENUE RECEIPTS. 


The gross revenue receipts of the Cclony for 1926 amounted 
to £2,244,629, or £287,182 less than in the previous year. 
The decrease was mainly due to the reduction of all ad 
valorem rates of duty to 10 per cent. in February,1926.

Imports into Germany during June exceeded exports from 
the country by 449-1 million marks, as against an excess of 
imports over exports of 339°6 million marks in May. The

Imports, excluding gold and silver, showed an increase 
of 24 million marks as compared with May; imports of 
foodstuffs advanced by 16 million marks and of raw materials 
by 10 million marks, while finished goods showed a reduc- 
tion of two million marks. Exports, excluding reparations 


deliveries, decreased by 85 million marks. Finished goods 


fell 63 million marks, raw materials 16 million marks and 
foodstuffs by 6 million marks. 
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The increased imports of foodstuffs are due mainly to 
larger quantities of rye (8 million marks), potatoes, oats, 
meat, bacon, wheat and lard, while a reduction occurred in 
eggs, butter, fruit and barley. The principal additions in 
raw materials and semi-manufactured goods were mineral 
oils (10°2 million marks), iron ore (7-7 million marks), build- 
ing and other timber (7-2 million marks), fats, hides, coal 
and lead. On the other hand, textile raw materials declined 
36-0 million marks, including wool (25:2 million marks), 
and cotton (11°5 million marks). The lower imports of 
finished goods are chiefly accounted for by textiles (1°4 
million marks), but imports of machinery rose 1:6 million 
marks, 

The principal items in the reduced exports of foodstuffs 
were rye, wheat, rice and oats, but there was an increase in 
fats and vegetable oils. The most important declines in 
exports of raw materials and semi-manufactures were coal 
(by 7°5 million marks), textiles, iron and tin. The main 
item in the lower exports of finished goods was textiles, to 
the extent of 26 million marks, which included cloth, 
ready-made clothing and underwear. Rolling-mill pro- 
ducts and ironware showed a reduction of 8:1 million marks, 
and other large decreases took place in exports of paints 
and varnishes, machinery (by million marks), furs, 
chloride of potash, chemicals, copperware and electro-techni- 
cal goods. Exports of furniture and toys showed an 
increase. 

Imports of gold and silver decreased by 0°9 million marks 
from May; exports remained about the same.

The above commodities or groups of commodities, repre- 
senting over 77 per cent. of the total imports, consist (with 
the exception of machinery and woollen and cotton fabrics) 
of foodstuffs, fuel and raw material for industries. The 
machinery imported is chiefly for agricultural purposes or 
plant to produce goods the import of which it is desired 
to avoid. 


Goops IMPORTED ON REPARATIONS ACCOUNT. 


In the second year of the working of the Dawes plan, out 
of a total reparations payment of 1,220 million gold marks, 
Italy’s share was 85 million, or about 7 per cent. As this 
payment is made chiefly in kind, goods imported on 
reparations account figure in the official Statistica, where a 
record is made of their quantities, but not their values. 
The goods imported on reparations account in 1924, 1925 
and 1926 are tabulated in Appendix VI to Messrs. Rawlins’ 
and Carpenter’s Report. 


TEMPORARY IMPORTS. 


Goods imported temporarily to be re-exported after under- 
going a manufacturing process, within a period of time 
specified in each case by Royal decree, amounted in value 
to 229-75 million lire in 1924, 548-13 million lire in 1925, 
and 907-99 million lire in 1926. During the same period 
goods manufactured entirely or in part from such imports 
were re-exported as follows (in millions of lire):—In 1924, 
491-08; in 1925, 1009-55; and in 1926, 1228-29. 

Goods imported temporarily enjoy the benefit of a refund 
of duty on re-exportation. This advantage is accorded in 
order to encourage the export trade, by enabling manufac- 
turers to compete abroad at prices not containing the import 
duty on certain raw or semi-raw materials necessary to be 
introduced into Italy to make the finished goods. As it has 
been found essential to assist the export trade in every pos- 
sible manner, a number of new articles have been per- 
mitted entry in 1926 under the temporary importation regu- 
lations, and it is the declared intention of the Government 
to continue to extend the list. The Commission specially 
appointed to study these questions recommended towards 
the end of the year several simplifications of Customs pro- 
cedure, among others that the exports refund should be 
cranted for the quantity of imported material in the goods 
exported and that the proofs of actual identity of the im- 
ported material should be waived. 


PRIVILEGED IMPORTS. 


Goods imported free of duty or at reduced rates in order 
to assist special industries or districts suffering from 
economic disadvantages amounted in the last three years to 
the following (in millions of lire) :—212-49 in 1924, 359-33 
in 1925, and 217-36 in 1926. To these may be added goods 
imported free for the shipbuilding and repairing industries 
valued at 45-61 million lire in 1924, 82-47 million lire in 
1925, and 86-18 million lire in 1926. The number of articles 
enjoying the benefit of duty-free import in specific cases was 
augmented during 1926.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE. 
(From the British Legation. ) 
BERNE. 

The month of June was characterised by an appreciable 
advance in imports, exports remaining practically stationary. 
With the former at 211-0 million francs and exports at 163-0 
million wae the trade balance was unfavourable to the 
extent of 22:7 per cent. as compared with 20-0 per cent. in 
May, cing sae totalled 203-1 million frs. and exports 
162-5 million frs. 

The average excess of imports over exports during the 
first six months of 1927 amounted to 20 per cent. This 
compares favourably with the average of 23 per cent. for the 
corresponding months of last year. An expansion of Swiss 
foreign trade has taken place during the first half of the 
current year in comparison with 1926, imports and ex- 
ports totalling 1,197-7 million frs. and 958-3 million frs. 
respectively in 1927 as against 1,183-8 million frs. and 869-8 
million frs. in 1926. The following table illustrates the 
development of Swiss import and export trade during the

IMPORTS IN DETAIL.

Imports OF Motor CARs AND CYCLEs. 

With special reference to motor cars weighing less than 
2,200 kilogs. it is interesting to note that the decrease in 
value from 36-7 million frs. in 1926 to 30°7 million frs. in 
1927 was accompanied by a decrease in the number of cars 
imported from 4,915 in 1926 to 4,748 in 1927. The same 
remark applies to pedal cycles, of which 15,304 were im- 
ported during the first half of 1927, as against 32,780 
during the corresponding half of 1926. In the case of molor- 


cycles, while the value remained unchanged, the number 
of machines imported increased from 2,866 in 1926 to 3,134 
in 1927. 


SOURCES OF IMPORTS.

The increase in British exports to Switzerland is merely 
apparent, as large consignments of gold in bars from Eng- 
land forced up the value. These consignments rose from 
10°5 million frs. in January-June, 1926, to 30-0 million frs. 
in the first half of 1927, so that, exclusive of gold in bars, 
Swiss imports from the United Kingdom amounted to 61°] 
million frs. in the former period and 63:4 million frs. during 
the latter. Germany now ranks first among the principal 
purveyors to Switzerland. The stabilisation of the French 
currency has resulted in a noticeable falling off of Swiss 
purchases in France, and a question of exchange rates is 
mainly responsible for the drop in Italian exports to 
he ira The bulk of Canadian supplies consists of 
wheat,

The large increase of 20°5 million frs. in exports of food- 
stuffs of animal origin is attributable almost exclusively to 
the growing foreign demand for cheese, the United States 
having proved an excellent market up to the present, but 
the recent increase of the American duty on cheese is likely 
to result in a setback in Swiss exports to that country.

OUTLOOK FOR TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


An undertone of improvement in business sentiment has 
been making itself apparent since the turn of the half-year, 
reports the National Bank of Commerce in New York. There 
is not so much an expectation of immediate or large gains 
in activity as confidence that the current moderate recession 
has now pretty well run its course and that the next move- 
ment will be forward. 

This feeling is founded on sound underlying conditions 
of industry. In the markets for basic commodities there is 
no price inflation that calls for correction. Such decline in 
employment as has occurred tock place chiefly during the 
selback of a number of industries last November and 
December, and, allowing for usual seasonal variations, 
employment conditions since then have become neither 
much better nor worse. Under normal circumstances there 
is always a certain proportion of unemployment, and it is 
probable that the number of persons now out of work is 
not in excess of this. Pay-roll totals appear to be confirma- 
tory, for according to available data they are running close 
to the figures of a year ago, so that there has been little if 
any reduction in the consuming power of the industrial 
population. 

Manufacturing operations continue to present a mixed 
picture. While steel ingot output has been substantially 
reduced since last March, the decline has been of little more 
than normal seasonal proportions. It already seems to have 
brought production into line with requirements, for the 
United States Steel Corporation reported a small increase in 
its bookings at the end of June, whereas a further decline 
had been generally anticipated. Automotive output for the 
first half of 1927 was about 12 per cent. below the high total 
for the corresponding period of 1926. The industry is just 
now in a period of some uncertainty pending the introduc- 
tion of new models, but it seems probable that the output 
of the second half will compare favourably with the opera- 
tions of the second half of last year. Cotton manufacturers 
are enjoying good business, as is also the leather industry. 
The large volume of building and construction contracts let 
in June, setting a new high monthly record, gives assur- 
ance of activity through the balance of the year. Agricul- 
tural prospects have improved somewhat, though the situa- 
tion with respect to maize is much less satisfactory, with 
the smallest crop of over two decades in prospect.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


The official returns of the overseas trade of Brazil for the 
month of March proved very satisfactory, as, states *‘ Wile- 
man’s Brazilian Review,’’ despite expectations to the con- 
trary the sterling value of trade showed a balance of exports. 
The recovery was accounted for by an unexpected and 
marked increase in exports. The disappointing factor in 
the March returns was the increase in the sterling value of 
imports, in the face of a shrinkage in volume of the same, 
which was due, no doubt, to imports of high-priced mer- 
chandise, details of which will only be available towards 
the end of the current year. The satisfactory result in 
March, however, was not considered likely to be repeated in 
April, May or June, in view of a marked decline in ship- 
ments of coffee during those months and the first half of the 
year, therefore, was expected to close with a balance against 
exports, likely to affect exchange adversely, in spite of 
stabilisation.

For the first three months of the current year the volume 
of exports showed a shrinkage of 20,875 tons, or 4-6 per 
cent., as compared with the same months of last year, but 
imports increased 69,873 tons, or 13°0 per cent.; the balance 
against exports, consequently, rose from 909,192 tons in 
March quarter, 1926, to 999,940 tons during the first three 
months of the current year, the extent to which import 
carrying tonnage failed to obtain return cargoes. 

Compared with the same period of last year the f.o.b. 
value of exports during the first three months of 1927 showed 
a decline of £3,026,000, or 12-7 per cent., but c.i.f. imports 
marked an increase of £708,000, or 3-4 per cent.; the balance 
in favour of exports, consequently, turned from £3,444,000 
to an import excess of £290,000. The decline in the value of 
exports in 1927 was due largely to the fall in the price of 
coffee, the official value averaging £4 6s. per bag, as against 
£5 19s. per bag in March quarter, 1926.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA-HUNGARY. 











COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of the Commer- 
cial Treaty between Czechoslovakia and Hungary which was 
signed at Prague on 31st May last. The ratifications of the 
Treaty Were exchanged at Budapest on the 24th July, and 
the Treaty is to come into force on the 8th August. 

The Treaty provides for general most-favoured-nation 
treatment in regard to the establishment and the exercise of 
commerce and industry as well as in regard to goods, 
vessels, the legal position of individuals and their property 
rights and interests. National treatment is provided for as 
regards the taxation of individuals and companies of the one 
Party carrying on their commerce or industry in the 
territory of the other Party. 

Limited liability and other commercial companies (legally 
constituted in the territory of one Party) which desire, after 
entry into force of this Treaty, to carry on business in the 
territory of the other Party, must obtain a special authorisa- 
tion from the competent authorities of the other Party. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment of goods is provided for in 
the case of import duties, including supplementary duties 
and surtaxes, export duties and Customs regulations 
generally. 

The Czechoslovak import duties on certain Hungarian 
goods and the Hungarian import duties. on certain 
Czechoslovak goods are fixed by schedules to the Treaty.* 
It is provided that if the value of the Czech krone in relation 
to the dollar or the pound sterling (as quoted on the 
exchanges of Prague, London or New York) rises or falls by 
at least 10 per cent. (average for a full month) above or 
below the average quotation for 1925, the Czechoslovak 
Government may introduce a ‘‘ coefficient of exchange,’’ so 
that the duties (general and ‘‘ conventional ’’) may maintain 
the value which they had in relation to the average 1925 
quotation. To keep up this equivalence, the Czechoslovak 
Government may, if necessary, modify the ‘‘ coefficient ”’ 
monthly, for monthly periods. 

The provisions of the Barcelona Convention and Statute on 
Freedom of Transit and of the Geneva Convention for the

Simplification of Customs Formalities will apply as between 
the Parties. 

The Parties engage not to impose import or export pro- 
hibitions or restrictions except :— 

1. For reasons of public safety. 

2. For sanitary and health reasons and for the protection 
of useful animals and plants against diseases, insects and 
parasites. 

3. In time of war. 

4. Where State monopolies exist or will be established. 

5. Where they operate also in respect of similar 
indigenous products. 

Internal taxes levied on the production, manufacture or 
consumption of an article in the territory of one Party are 
not to be more onerous in the case of products of the other 
Party than in the case of similar native products, or those 
of any third country. 

The Treaty provides for the importation and exportation, 
free of duty, of articles to be repaired, receptacles re- 
imported filled or empty after having been exported empty 
or filled, goods (except articles for consumption) intended for 
exhibition at markets or fairs and goods sent on approval 
and samples. 


National treatment is provided for in inland navigation 


and railway transport of passengers and luggage. Goods 
transport on railways are given national and most-favoured- 
nation treatment. 

Exceptions from the provisions of the Treaty are made in 
the case of industries of an ambulatory character, cinemato- 
graph enterprises, the profession of an apothecary and the 
business of brokerage. 





TURKEY-SOVIET UNION. 





COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


A Commercial Treaty between Turkey and the Soviet 
Union was signed at Angora on 11th March last, and is now 
in force. 

The Treaty provides for most-favoured-nation treatment 
in respect of commerce and industry generally, also in 
respect of employment, with national treatment in respect 
of taxation. National treatment is also extended to ships and 
their cargoes and most-favoured-nation treatment to crews, 
but exception is made in the case of the coasting trade, the 
due protection of the national maritime commerce, fishing in 
territorial waters, towing, pilotage, port services, and river 
navigation. Russian imports into Turkey get most-favoured. 
nation treatment. Turkish goods specified in lists annexed 
to the Treaty imported into Russia are to receive most- 
favoured-nation treatment, and definite percentage reduc- 
tions in the Russian duties are prescribed for certain classes 
of Turkish goods. Free transit of goods is provided for 
under condition of reciprocity, and Turkish goods are 
granted free transit via Batum. The trade activities of the 
Soviet Delegation in Turkey are defined and made subject 
to Turkish law, and similar rights to the establishment of 
a corresponding delegation in Russia are given to Turkey.

MO VEMENT OF SHIPPING IN JUNE. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during June, 1927, at ports of the United King- 
dom was 6,047,000 tons, a decrease of 0°2 per cent. as com- 
pared with the corresponding tonnage for June, 1925. In 
view Of the effects of the dispute in the coal mining industry 
last year, this comparison is given in place of the usual 
comparison with the figures of.a year ago. The British 
tonnage decreased by 124,000 tons, or 2°9 per cent., while 
the United States tonnage increased by 31,000 tons, or 10°6 
percent. The arrivals in ballast in the foreign trade during 
the month totalled 3,856,000 net tons, an increase of 246,000 
tons, or 6°8 per cent., as compared with June, 1925. The 
British tonnage increased by 238,000 tons, or 10°6 per cent., 
and the German tonnage by 67,000 tons, or 38-5 per cent. 

The net tonnage of vessels that departed with cargo in the 
foreign trade during the month exceeded the corresponding 
figure for June, 1925, by 346,000 net tons, or 5°9 per cent., 
and amounted to 6,236,000 net tons. The principal increases 
were 336,000 tons, or 8-1 per cent., in vessels of British 
nationality, and 56,000 tons, or 24-3 per cent., in vessels 
under the French flag. The most striking decrease was that 
of 46,000 tons, or 22:4 per cent., in vessels of United States

nationality. With regard to the departures in ballast, in- 
creases were recorded during June, 1927, in all of the prin- 
cipal nationalities, making a total increase of 472,000 tons, 
or 14°6 per cent., as compared with June, 1925. 

The net tonnage of the arrivals and departures of vessels 
with cargo in the coasting trade during the month show 
increases of 8-2 per cent. and 6-9 per cent. respectively as 
compared with June, 1925, while the arrivals and departures 
in ballast of coastwise vessels show increases of 5-7 per cent. 
and 10-4 per cent.

CUSTOMS DUTY ON TRANSLUCENT POTTERY 
OR VITRIFIED POTTERY: NOTICE TO 
IMPORTERS. 


Section 9 of the Finance Act, 1927, provides that during a 
period of five years, beginning on 19th April, 1927, there 
shall be charged, levied and paid on the importation into 
Great Britain or Northern Ireland of the goods specified 
below a Customs duty at the rate specified, viz. :—

If any of the above-mentioned goods are shown to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise to 
have been consigned from and produced or manufactured 
in the British Empire, the duty chargeable will be at the 
preferential rate of two-thirds of the full rate set out above. 

The duty applies to all goods as specified above which 
were not both reported and entered prior to 19th April, 
1927. Importers are hereby notified that payment of duty 
in respect of all such goods is now legally enforceable, and 
that the necessary action for the collection of any duty out- 
standing in respect of such goods heretofore imported will 
be taken by the Commissioners forthwith. 

Authority has been given by the Lords Commissioners of 
H.M. Treasury to treat the following articles as exempt from 
the above-mentioned duty, viz. :—

Fancy articles the use of which in connection with the 
serving of food or drink is subsidiary and the value 
of which does not exceed one shilling each.

AMENDMENT OF REGULATIONS REGARDING 
ENTRY OF GOODS UNDER THE BRITISH 
PREFERENTIAL TARIFF. 

Regulations made by the Governor-in-Executive Com- 
mittee on 5th May, 1927, and sanctioned by the Legislative 
Council on 7th June, supersede the Regulations of 11th May, 
1922, and prescribe revised regulations governing the entry 
of goods into the Colony under the British Preferential

Tariff. The revised Regulations embody the two amend. 
ments which have recently been made in the corresponding 
regulations for British Guiana, full particulars of which 
were set out in the notice published in the “‘ Journal ” of 
16th June (pages 701-2). A new clause, giving the Comp- 
troller of Customs certain discretionary powers on failure of 
importers to produce necessary documents, has now been in- 
corporated in the Barbados Regulations. 

Clause 8 of the revised Barbados Regulations contains 
the usual provision that goods certified for entry under the 
British Preferential Tariff shall be packed separately from 
other goods, although the packages may be enclosed with 
other goods. The certificate of origin is not, however, now 
required to be endorsed to this effect. 

It should also be noted that the combined certificate of 
value and origin prescribed by the revised Regulations con- 
tains a note to the effect that in the case of tea which is 
blended in bond, or is exported under drawback, it 1s 
necessary that the certificate of origin should be certified 
by the proper Officer of Customs or Excise as to the quan- 
tities of Empire and foreign teas used in the blend.

EXEMPTION FROM DUTY OF RE-IMPORTED 
PRIVATE PERSONAL PROPERTY. 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal’’ for 7th July contains a 
Notification (No. 50—Customs of 2nd July) issued by the 
Government of India in the Finance Department (Central 
Revenues) which provides for the duty-free re-importation, 
subject to certain prescribed conditions, of private personal 
property consisting of goods not produced or manufactured 
in British India. A Resolution (No. 51—Customs), of the 
same date and published in the same issue of the “‘ Indian 
Trade Journal,’’ prescribes a combined form of declaration 
and certificate which should be presented by persons in- 
tending to claim the benefit of this concession at the time 
of the exportation of such goods from British India and 
also at the time of re-importation.

With reference to the notice published under the above 
heading in the “ Journal’’ of 23rd June (pages 727-8), it 
should be noted that a corrected re-print of the Oil and Oil 
Products Duties Law (No. 48 of 1927) has been published in 
the Iraq ‘‘ Government Gazette ’’ for 14th June. 

Certain amendments have been made in Article 3 of the 
Law in this re-print, and the following alterations should 
accordingly be carried out in the above-mentioned 
** Journal ’’ notice, viz.:—In sub-section (ii) the letter (a) 
should be deleted before the word ‘‘ Kerosene,’’ and in the 
following line before the word ‘‘ Fahrenheit ’’ the words 
““at a temperature of 60 degrees ’’ should be inserted. The 
words “‘ when imported or issued in bulk ’’ in the last two 
lines of that sub-section will then constitute sub-heading 
‘ (a).’’, to which a duty of 4 anna instead of 14 anna per 
Imperial gallon,will be applicable. 

The Law in its corrected form also contains certain minor 
amendments in the Articles relating to the measures to be 
taken in connection with infringements of its provisions.

COLOURING OF IMPORTED CLOVER AND 
LUCERNE SEED REQUIRED. 
The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 23rd July contains, a 
Law, dated 20th July, prohibiting the import into, ware- 
housing in and transit through France of seeds of violet 


clover and lucerne which have not been coloured artificially, - 


in a proportion of at least 5 per cent., to indicate their 
foreign origin. Regulations for the execution of this Law 
are to be issued later. 





MODIFICATION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 
AUTHORISED: CERTAIN EXPORT 
RESTRICTIONS WITHDRAWN. 


As indicated in the notice in last week’s issue of the 
‘Journal ’’ (page 85) respecting the Franco-German com- 
mercial negotiations, the French Parliament recently passed 
a Law authorising the Government to make changes in the 
Customs Tariff. The text of this Law, which also with- 
draws certain export duties and prohibitions, has now been 
promulgated by publication in the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 
29th July. <A translation is given below :— 

ARTICLE 1.—The Government is authorised, exceptionally and for 
a period of three months, to modify Schedule A to the Law of 
lith January, 1892, as modified by subsequent Laws and Decrees 
ii.e., the existing Customs Tariff} so far as is necessary for the 
urgent conclusion of commercial agreements. Such modifications 
may not, however, affect foodstuffs or any article of clothing except 
hosiery. 

The new duties may only be enforced provisionally at the same 
time as the agreements which ure responsible for them. They shal! 
be presented to the Chambers for approval at the same time as 
such agreements, immediately if the Chambers are sitting, other- 
Wise at the opening of their next session. If not approved, such 
duties and agreements are to go out of force twenty-eight days 
after their rejection has been decided upon. | 

ARTICLE 2.—The export prohibitions and duties at present applied 
to living animals (horses, cattle, etc., poultry and pigeons, rabbits), 
animal products and wastes, and vegetable materials (except 
wheat, spelt and meslin, rye, wood and narcissus bulbs (bulbilles) ) 
are to be withdrawn as from the date of promulgation of this Law. 

Animals fit for breeding, of pure breed, may be admitted free of 
duty under conditions to he laid down by Decrees of the Minister 
of Agriculture, provided they are intended for breeding concerns 
(syndicats d’élevage). 





GERMANY. 





CUSTOMS AND CONSUMPTION DUTIES 
ON SUGAR. 
In virtue of two Laws dated 15th July, the Customs and 
consumption duties levied on sugar (Tariff No. 176) have 
been amended as from Ist August. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued. 





The Customs duty on sugar for consumption has been 
increased from 10 to 15 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs., and 
that on other cane, beet and similar sugar has been in- 
creased from 8 to 13 Rm, per 100 kilogs. The duty on 
molasses remains unchanged (4 Rm. per 100 kilogs.). 

The consumption duty on sugar (other than starch sugar) 
has been reduced to 103 Rm. per 100 kilogs. Starch sugar 
containing over 95 per cent. of dextrose pays nine-tenths, 
and other starch sugar pays four-tenths, of this rate.

CUSTOMS TARIFF LEGISLATION. 


A Law of 15th July, operative as from 1st August, con- 
tinues in force for a further period of 23 years (i.e., until 
3lst December, 1929) the Tariff Revision Law of 17th 
August, 1925. 

A few minor Tariff changes have been made, viz. :— 

(1) The ‘* general’’ Customs duty on fresh pork and 
edible entrails of cattle (ex Tariff No. 108) is increased 
from 21 to 45 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. (The ‘‘ conven- 
tional ’’ duty of 32 Rm. per 100 kilogs. fixed by the Com- 
mercial Treaty between Germany and Sweden is applicable 
to imports from countries entitled to most-favoured- 
nation treatment. ) 

(2) The Customs duty on fresh potatoes imported 
during the period Ist August to 14th February is to be 
increased to 1 Km. per 100 kilogs. as from Ist December. 
For the period from the Ist August to the 30th November, 
1927, however, they are dutiable at the rate of 5 Km. per 
100 kilogs. 

The duties fixed by the Law of 10th July, 1926, on wheat, 
rye, spelt, oats, maize, dari, bacon, animal fats and edible 
vegetable tallow for the manufacture of margarine, and the 
duty of 12°50 Rm. per 100 kilogs. on flour and meal of grain 
(except oats and barley)—ex Tariff No. 162—fixed by the 
Order of 26th March, 1927, are continued in force until 
further notice, 








ITALY. 


DRAWBACK ON FISH OIL. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ (Rome) for 15th July contains 
a Decree, dated 23rd June, which makes provision for the 
refund of duties paid on the importation into Italy of fish 
oil used in the preparation of exported lubricants. 

The refund is conditional upon compliance with specified 
formalities, and the minimum quantity of fish oil in respect 
of which import duty will be refunded is fixed at 100 kilogs. 





DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
MINERAL OIL RESIDUES. 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for 15th July contains 
a Decree Law, dated 23rd June, which provides that 
‘‘residues from the distillation of mineral oils, other ”’ 
(Tariff No. 644 c), may be imported duty-free, under condi- 
tions to be prescribed by the Minister of Finance, when 
destined for use in the manufacture of common black 
printer’s ink.

GENERAL TARIFF REVISION MEASURES; 
INTERIM ALTERATION OF CERTAIN 
DUTIES. 

The following is a translation of a Spanish Royal Decree- 
Law (No. 1333), dated 20th July, 1927, and published in the 
‘‘Gaceta de Madrid ”’ of 27th and 29th July, under which 
the Council of National Economy is to commence on Ist 
October next the revision of the Spanish Customs Tariff. The 
Royal Decree, in conjunction with earlier measures, lays 
down the bases for this revision, and sets out the procedure 
to be followed, prescribing, inter alia, that in the future 
‘‘oeneral’’ and ‘‘conventional’’ tariffs are to take the 
place of the “first column,’’ ‘second column,’’ and 
‘‘conventional ’’ or ‘‘ treaty ’’’ tariffs now in force. The 
‘conventional ’’ tariff (an irreducible minimum) is only to 
be enjoyed under treaties. General most-favoured-nation 
treatment may in future be accorded to any country on a 
basis of reciprocity. Certain of the present Tariff duties are 
modified by the Decree (Art. 5), and the revision of the 

’’ in the Canary Islands is foreshadowed.

Translation of Royal Decree-Law No. 1,333 of 20th July, 1927. 


ARTICLE 1. The Tariff Revision due for the year 1927 in accord- 
ance with the periods specified by the 1906 Law of Bases shall be 
taken in hand by the Council of National Economy on the Ist 
October next, on the bases of the following Rules :— 

(a) The administrative staff of the Council shall prepare the data 
and tariff classifications necessary for the better application of the 
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iff, : t on the ist October the Tariff Section may commence 

Ne ae classification in question with a view to sub- 
mitting their proposals to the full Council. 

(b) The Valuation Section shall have completed by that date the 
official valuations for 1926, so that thereafter, and in conjunction 
with the corresponding valuations for 1924 and 192, the averages to 
form the basis for the new duties may be worked out by the 
administrative staff of the Tariff Section. 

(c) As soon as the revised classification has been examined by 
this Section, it shall be passed to the full Council, as also the pro- 
posals referring to new tariff rates, as each Tariff class 1s ap- 

roved, so that the full Council may join in the work of revision 
after the Section and that the proposals of the Council may be 
submitted to the Government without loss of time. 

(d) The tariff revision and classification shall relate to the present 
groups and classes, and as far as possible to the headings (Nos.), of 
the present tariff, in the phraseology most convenient from the 
point of view of tariff application and the drawing up of trade 
statistics. The sub-divisions of the headings (Nos.) shall be marked 
by letters so far as considered necessary. 

ARTICLE 2. A reprint of the present Tariff is authorised, incor- 
porating the provisions of the ayy ee commercial treaties, the 
alterations made subsequent to the date of the last edition and 
those provided for by the present Decree-Law, and also the changes 
resulting from the commercial treaty revisions in which the 
regime of conventional duties has been replaced by most-favoured- 
nation arrangements. 

ARTICLE 3. General most-favoured-nation treatment may be 
authorised on reciprocal terms in connection with foreign com- 
mercial relations. 

ARTICLE 4. The draft of the future tariff to be proposed by the 
Council of National Economy to the Government shall include :— 

(a) The General Dispositions for the application of the tariff; 

(b) The Customs Import tariff for the levy of duties in the Penin- 
sula and the Balearic Islands on foreign goods, consisting of 13 
classes with corresponding groups and items. The tariff shall show 
the uumber of the heading, the articles included, the basis of 
assessment, the unit (which shall be the kilogramme wherever 
possible), and the tariff duties, set out in two tariffs which shall 
be described as “ general” and “ conventional.” 

The “ general” tariff shall apply to nations which have not con- 
cluded a treaty, convention, commercial arrangement or modus 
vivendi with Spain expressly providing in a most-favoured-nation 
clause for the y= of complete or partial ‘‘ conventional ” 
treatment. It shall also be applied to countries which by direct or 
indirect means render difficult or impossible normal trade in 
Spanish goods. 

The “ conventional” tariff shall te drawn up on the basis of the 
Rules laid down in Base 4 (Sections (d), (e), (f) and (g) ) of the law 
of 20th March, 1906. 

The provisions of Sections (a), (b) and (c) are to be taken as 
included in those quoted above. in so far as concerns products; 
similar to those of national production. 

The full or partial application of this ‘‘ conventional” tariff to 
any country shall be conditional upon the prior conclusion of a 
corresponding commercial treaty. 

The “ conventional ” tariff shall be regarded as a minimum tariff 
and may not be reduced by commercial treaties. Only in excep- 
tional cases may it be modified by the Government in Council as 
a general measure in so far as is permitted by the commercial 
agreements in force at the time. 

A reduced duty (or exemption from duty, as the case may be) 
may be fixed for natural or artificial manures, natural raw 
materials, intermediate products and machinery in general which 
are not produced in Spain and the importation of which would 
be to the benefit of general production. 

(c) The export tariff shall show the number of the heading, 
articles, basis of assessment, and the dutiable unit, and may con- 
sist of two tariffs to be described as “ general” and “ conven- 
tional,” to be applied in the same way as the import tariffs, by 
reference to the countries to which the goods are sent. 

e (d) Tariff for indirect shipments, with two kinds of duty, 
general ” and “conventional,” as described above. 

(e) Special tariff of duties for manufactured tobacco, to show 
the number of the heading, articles, unit (kilogramme), and duties 
in two tariffs, “ general” and “conventional,” as specified above.

such documents are duly authorised and legitimated by consular 
endorsement. 

Moreover, increases shall not be applied to goods in warehouse 
which are declared for consumption within five days, counting 
from the date of promulgation. 

_ ARTICLE 9. The first, third and fourth authorisations contained 
in the Law of 22nd April, 1922,* and all provisions contrary to the 
present Decree-Law, are revoked.

LATVIAN TONNAGE ORDER, 1927. 

At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 25th day of July, 
1927. | 

Present, the King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas by sub-section (1) of Section 84 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894 (57 and 58 Vict. c. 60), it is enacted that 
whenever it appears to His Majesty the King in Council that 
the tonnage regulations of the said Act have been adopted 
by any foreign country and are in force there, His Majesty 
in Council may order that the ships of that country shall, 
without being remeasured in His Majesty’s Dominions, be 
deemed to be of the tonnage denoted in their certificates of 
registry or other national papers, in the same manner, to 
the same extent, and for the same purposes, as the tonnage 
denoted in the certificate of registry of a British ship is 
deemed to be the tonnage of that ship: 

And whereas it appears to His Majesty that the tonnage 
regulations of the said Act have been adopted by the Govern- 
ment of Latvia and are now in force in that country: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty is pleased, by and with the 
advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is hereby 
ordered, as follows :— 

1. This Order may be cited as the Latvian Tonnage Order, 
1927. 

2. Latvian ships, the certificates of registry or other

MERCHANDISE MARKS. 

Mercuanpise Marks Exemption Direction (No. 3), 1927. 

(FARM AND GARDEN SEEDS.) : 

Whereas the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5. 
c. 53), Section 1, provides that it shall not be lawful to sell, 
expose for sale, or, by way of advertising goods of some other 
kind, distribute, in the United Kingdom, any imported 
goods to which there is applied any name or trade mark 
being, or purporting to be, the name or trade mark of any 
manufacturer, dealer or trader or the name of any place or 
district in the United Kingdom, unless the name or trade 
mark is accompanied by an indication of origin : 

And whereas Subsection (3) of the said Section 1 pro- 
vides that if the Board of Trade are satisfied after considering 
such representations (if any) as may be made to them by 
any persons appearing to the Board of Trade to have a sub- 
stantial interest in the matter, that, having regard to the 
special circumstances of the trade, difficulties would arise if 
the said Section 1 applied to goods of any class or descrip- 
tion, or goods sold under any particular designation, and 
that public interests in the United Kingdom would not be 
materially prejudiced by exempting such goods from the 
operation of the said.Section 1, they may direct that the said 
Section 1 shall not apply to such goods, or that goods shall 
not be treated as falling under the said Section 1 by reason 
only that they are so designated : 

Now therefore the Board of Trade; having considered 
representations made to them in that behalf by persons 
appearing to the Board to have a substantial interest in the 
matter, and, after consultation with the Minister of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries, the Secretary of State for the Home 
Department and thé Secretary of State for Scctland, being 
satisfied that, having regard to the special circumstances of 
the trade, difficulties would arise if the said Section | 
applied to Farm and Garden Seeds, and that public interests 
in the United Kingdom would not be materially prejudiced 
by exempting Farm and Garden seeds from the operation 
of the said Section 1, hereby direct in pursuance of the

guarantee or bond assuring execution of the contract and exhibit 
certificates showing that they have duly completed works of 
equal. importance. 

It is also proposed to construct a generating station at a cost 
of 170,000 pesos and to apply the proceeds from the sale of 
current to the services of the loan. — =
